BUDGET supermarket chain Aldi 
is appealing the council’s decision 
to reject its plans to build a new 
store on the former Dairy Crest 
site in Epsom. 

The plans, for a new store and 
six flats on the site between Al¬ 
exandra Road and Church Road, 
Epsom, were unanimously turned 
down in April, following public 
outcry 

More than 200 residents lodged 
objections against the proposal 
and more than 50 residents hold¬ 
ing placards reading “Say ‘No’ 
to Aldi”, “Not Here Aldi, Down 


There”, or just “No”, turned out 
to a roadside protest against the 
store in January. 

At the planning meeting on 
April 7 councillors denounced the 
effect an influx of shoppers would 
have on the local road network, the 
need for a seventh supermarket in 
the area and the effect it would 
have on an adjacent conservation 
area in Mill Road. 

After the planning committee 
unanimously rejected the appli¬ 
cation, Councillor George Wood 
said: “In all my years on the plan¬ 
ning committee I fail to recall a 
time when the planning officers 
have so definitively recommended 
refusal.” 

Julie Morris, a former borough 
councillor, is a resident of nearby 


Mill Road and leader of the ‘Stop 
Aldi’ campaign. 

She said: “The objections that 
were quite clearly and vociferous¬ 
ly made before still stand. 

“I just can’t see the point of ap¬ 
pealing when the local community 
is so against a supermarket on this 
site. It’s not Aldi the community is 
opposed to - it’s the location. It’s 
in a residential area on a difficult 
junction where the traffic associ¬ 
ated with the supermarket is go¬ 
ing to be a logjam.” 

Between November 1, 2009 and 
October 31, 2014 there were 24 re¬ 
corded accidents at junctions in 
the immediate vicinity - two of 
which were serious. 

A council spokesman said: “Aldi 
have now formally submitted an 


appeal. Under section 78 of the 
Town and Country Planning Act 
1990 there is a right for the origi¬ 
nal applicant to make an appeal to 
the Secretary of State. 

“The Planning Inspectorate will 
appoint an inspector to review the 
decision taken by the Council. The 
inspector will consider the case on 
its merits. 

“They may overturn or modify 
our decision and will issue a re¬ 
port giving reasons. 

“In the decision letter the in¬ 
spector will usually describe the 
proposal and identify the impor¬ 
tant planning issues, examine the 
main arguments for or against the 
proposal and explain the reason¬ 
ing behind the decision.”

An Aldi spokesperson add¬ 
ed: “Aldi was disappointed 
the planning application for 
an Epsom store was refused 
earlier this year, and we know 
many local people were too. 

“After considering the op¬ 
tions and taking legal advice, 
we have decided to appeal the 
decision as we remain con¬ 
fident that the town centre, 
would benefit from one, if not 
two, new food stores. 

“Aldi’s proposed site has 
an accessible edge of town 
centre location and good 
links to the town centre. 

“Building a store and new 
homes on the site would 
bring the derelict site, back 
to life and improve local food 
choice to encourage more 
people to shop closer to home. 
The proposals will also create 
40-50 new local job opportuni¬ 
ties.” 

Aldi’s proposals for the 
site have not changed since 
the planning application was 
considered by Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Borough Council.

Reports of punches thrown by embittered commuters hit by delays on the first day of strike 

Overrunning engineering works 
cause commuters more misery

PUNCHES were reportedly thrown 
by frustrated commuters on the first 
day of the RMT’s strike over the role 
of conductors this week after over¬ 
running engineering works caused 
further delays. 

Southern this week threatened 
legal action over the Rail, Maritime 
and Transport union’s (RMT) indus¬ 
trial action, which began on Tuesday, 
October 11 and were due to run until 
today, Thursday, October 13. 

The RMT had urged Southern to 
take part in negotiations with con¬ 
ciliatory service Acas on Monday to 
avert the strike after peace talks col¬ 
lapsed last Thursday, but Southern 
said discussions were ‘no longer an 
option’. 

The chief executive of Southern’s 
owners, Govia Thameslink Railway, 


Charles Horton invited RMT leader¬ 
ship for further negotiations yester¬ 
day, but talks again collapsed. 

Accounts assistant Ellie Odurny 
described commuters exchanging 
punches at East Croydon station on 
Tuesday as closed gates prevented 
passengers from boarding the trains. 

Network Rail’s chief operating 
officer for the south east apologised 
after works to improve the track and 
signals in the Balcombe tunnel on 
Monday night overran, and caused 
delays the following morning. 

Southern and the RMT have been 
at loggerheads for months over the 
role of conductors. 

Southern claims it is safe for driv¬ 
ers to close doors. 

The RMT argues commuting the 
role of on platform conductors to on¬ 
board supervisors (OBS) would put 
passengers at risk. 

On Friday conductor members of 
the union were urged to accept the 
OBS role in order to prevent any 


‘mass sackings’. 

Charles Horton, chief executive 
of Govia Thameslink Railway, said 
the changes to conductors’ jobs 
were going ahead so the reasons for 
the strike ‘have ended’. 

A Southern spokesperson added 
the franchise would consider legal 
action to break the strike. 

RMT general secretary Mick 
Cash said: “It is appalling that rath¬ 
er than sitting down with us to seek 
a resolution the company have cho¬ 
sen to run to the courts under the 
cloak of the anti-union laws.” 

The two parties sat down for talks 
on Wednesday but these quickly 
broke down with no resolution be¬ 
ing agreed. 

As the Epsom Guardian went to 
press the Southern strike was still 
ongoing. 

A further 11 days of strike action 
are set to take place before the end 
of the year, beginning with a three- 
day strike on Tuesday October 18.

THE first image of the huge 
proposed Meyer Bergman devel¬ 
opment on the Toby Jug site on 
the borders of Epsom has been 
released. 

The image shows several 
blocks of flats, from seven to 
nine storeys in height, which 
feature apparently larger 
non-residential spaces on the 
ground floor. 

Several of the buildings have

Alcohol-producing ‘tequila’ plant 
from Mexico thriving in suburbia

A FOUR-METRE plant used 
to produce alcohol and more 
commonly found in the harsh 
terrain of southern and cen¬ 
tral Mexico is flowering in 
the garden of a retired GP in 
Worcester Park. 

Jan Kolendo, 68, planted 
the agave salmiana offshoot 
in 1992 in his garden in Del¬ 
ta Road, Worcester Park, 
hoping, but not expecting it 
would ever reach its impres¬ 
sive size. 

The succulent plant grows 
to eight to 10 feet before flow¬ 
ering. Once it has flowered it 
can reach heights of 40 feet 
(just over 12 metres). 

The salmiana plant - or 
more commonly known as 
a giant agave - is easily rec¬ 
ognised by its thick, curving 
grey-green spined leaves. 

Juices of the plant can be 
extracted, fermented and 
then distilled to produce mes¬ 
cal - an alcoholic beverage 
similar to tequila. 


The plant can survive tem¬ 
peratures of minus seven 
degrees Celsius, but tends 
to thrive and flower in far 
hotter climates than Mr Ko¬ 
lendo’s garden in Worcester 
Park. 

The retired GP has always 
had an interest in cacti, and 
in 2010 he began volunteering 
at Kew Gardens, encouraging 
him to further his interest 
and knowledge in succulent 
plants. 

“A lot of South American 
cacti will survive in English 
weather,” Mr Kolendo ex¬ 
plained. 

“It’s not the cold that kills 
them - it’s the combination 
of the wet and the cold.” 

The four-metre plant dom¬ 
inates Mr Kolendo’s garden, 
which is full of significantly 
smaller cacti, blocking a gar¬ 
den path. 

“The leaves have nasty 
teeth so you can’t get past,” 
he said. 

“My wife says it would 
be lovely to have our path 
back, but if it’s a mild 
winter it may continue 
growing.”

A RETIRED policeman and a 
primary school have warned 
there will be casualties at a 
“dangerous” toucan crossing 
obscured by 15ft hedges on 
a fast stretch of road near a 
primary school. 

Roy Parkin, 78, from Car- 
shalton Park Road, Carshal- 
ton, drives over the crossing 
at the junction of Cheam 
Road and West Drive, Ewell 
about once a week when he 
goes to visit a friend in a care 
home. 

The crossing is near 
Cuddington Croft Primary 
School and staff at the school 
have also expressed safety 
concerns. 

An Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council (EBC) spokes¬ 
man said the hedges were 
inspected by council officers 
earlier this year, but follow¬ 
ing Mr Parkin’s call, further 
inspections had been sched¬ 
uled. 

On either side of the road 
there are hedges Mr Parkin 
guesses to be about 15ft tall, 


which obscure visibility for 
pedestrians and cyclists us¬ 
ing the crossing and road us¬ 
ers driving or cycling over it. 

He said: “The weather is 
going to get darker very soon 
and somebody is going to 
come a cropper. It’s quite a 
fast road. Anybody stepping 
out would be gone before they 
knew it.” 

A spokesman for GLF 
Schools, to which Cudding¬ 
ton Croft belongs, said: “This 
issue is something the school 
is very aware of. 

“Staff have reported this 
to Surrey County Council in 
the past, have done so on this 


occasion, and will continue 
to do so in the future.” 

A spokesman for EBC said 
the responsibility for the 
hedges was transferred from 
Surrey County Council to the 
local authority earlier this 
year. 

He added: “The area was 
inspected last year. Follow¬ 
ing the call to us from the 
resident, we have scheduled 
a further inspection of the 
area concerned, which will 
take place within the next 
couple of days. 

“If there is a safety issue, 
this will be dealt with imme¬ 
diately.” 


COPPER BAN: A policeman 
was banned from driving for a 
year after admitting drink driving 
while off duty. PC Matthew Hall, 
42, of Tulyar Close, Tadworth, 
pleaded guilty to driving under 
the influence of alcohol at Craw¬ 
ley Magistrates’ Court on Octo¬ 
ber 5.

A 12-YEAR-old Tadworth sci¬ 
ence genius has been invited to 
join Mensa after recording an IQ 
score, which could put him on 
par with Albert Einstein. 

Jack Murray-Obodynski from 
Heathcote, Tadworth, achieved 
a maximum score of 162 on a 
Cattell III B intelligence test, 
putting him in the top one per 
cent of the population. He also 
scored 123 on the Cattell Culture 
Fair test, which puts him in the 
top seven per cent of those who 
sit the test. 

For comparison, theoretical 
physicist Albert Einstein is be¬ 
lieved to have had an IQ of about 
160. 

Mensa, which celebrated its 
70th anniversary earlier this 
month, welcomes people with in¬ 
telligence ratings in the top two 
per cent of the population. 

The Aberdour School pupil sat 
the tests at Birkbeck University 
in central London, and was in¬ 
formed of his results on October 
5. 


Proud mum Jo Green-Murray 
said her son had always been a 
fast learner. By the age of two 
he knew the alphabet, was able 
to count to 20 as well as reading 
story books out loud to her. 

Ms Green-Murray added: “He 
finished his test really early, so I 
was a bit worried but he said he 
found it easy 

“I always knew he was bright 
and this just confirms it.” 


Jack reached out to Notting¬ 
ham University chemistry pro¬ 
fessor Sir Martyn Poliakoff after 
being inspired by the chemist’s 
YouTube series The Periodic Ta¬ 
ble of Videos. The two exchange 
emails about chemistry, and last 
week met at Nottingham Univer¬ 
sity 

Ms Green-Murray said: “The 
professor has been an inspira¬ 
tion to him.”

Blind voice quits news

A VOLUNTEER who gave her 
time for 26 years to bring news 
into the lives and homes of vis¬ 
ually impaired people dictated 
her last article last week. 

Angela Sargent first started 
volunteering at the Epsom and 
Ewell Talking Newspaper after 
seeing the positive impact it had 
on her blind mother. 

The charity compiles a weekly 
selection of news from national 
papers and local sources - includ¬ 
ing the Epsom Guardian - and 
distributes to blind and visual¬ 
ly-impaired people on a mailing 
list. 

Ms Sargent got to know the 
newspaper’s team of volunteers 
after her mother moved to Swail 
House in Ashley Road, Epsom - 
which offers supported housing 
for blind and partially sighted 


people - in 1969 after the death of 
her husband. Swail House is also 
where the talking newspaper re¬ 
cords its weekly transmissions. 

She found out they were look¬ 
ing for volunteers and jumped at 
the chance to get involved. 

“Twenty-six years later, here I 
still am,” she said. 

Throughout her time Ms Sar¬ 
gent has seen the newspapers 
move from cassette to CD to 
memory sticks. The service cur¬ 
rently has about 130 listeners and 
is also offered to people who can¬ 
not access or hold newspapers or 
magazines - people with multi¬ 
ple sclerosis or Parkinson’s, for 
example. 

About 30 members of staff and 
listeners, along with mayor of 
Epsom and Ewell George Craw¬ 
ford bade her farewell after she 
recorded her last ‘newspaper’ on 
Thursday, October 6. 

Cllr Crawford paid tribute to 
Angela. 


He said: “Doing anything as 
a volunteer now is absolutely 
amazing. People just don’t have 
the time, or say they don’t have 
the time to do it. But we all know 
the huge satisfaction you get 
from it.” 

Chairman Judy Sarssam, who 
is visually impaired, presented 
Ms Sargent with a bouquet of 
flowers and a voucher for after¬ 
noon tea for two at The Grumpy 
Mole in Tadworth. 

She said: “She has been a stal¬ 
wart: quiet, efficient, always 
ready to help. Whenever some¬ 
thing went slightly wrong, Ange¬ 
la was there. 

“Volunteers like her are gold 
dust. Angela’s voice is a friend 
that will be much missed.” 

Volunteers at the Epsom and 
Ewell Talking Newspaper will 
be collecting donations towards 
the ongoing cost of the service in 
The Ashley Centre on Thursday, 
October 27. 


Blooming marvellous fruit surprise for Nadia 



A EWELL woman is going bananas after she discov¬ 
ered four flowering stalks in her garden in decidedly 
non-tropical Surrey. 

Nadia Ramsamy, 61, a retired nurse, has been grow¬ 
ing bananas in her garden at her home in Chessing- 
ton Road, Ewell for five years after being given a plant 
by a colleague. 

But she was amazed at her yield this year as it was 
double last year’s harvest. 

“Maybe it’s climate change,” she joked. 

The fruit is usually grown in tropical reasons 
where the average temperature is a balmy 27 degrees. 
Unlike most fruit, bananas do not have a growing sea¬ 
son, and so can be grown throughout the year. 

The banana flower appears in the sixth or seventh 
month of the tree’s fruiting cycle before sprouting ba¬ 


nanas ready for harvesting. 

“I was working with the man I got the first stalk 
from,” she explained. 

“He told me he had it in his garden. I thought 
he was joking. 

“But I went to see it anyway, and there it was. 
I thought, wow! So I asked for a plant. Now I can 
have them every year.” 

Ms Ramsamy, who is originally from Mauritius, 
and her family enjoy her home-grown bananas in 
curries and soups every year, but she was still 
amazed by this year’s crop. 

She said: “Here you don’t have time for them 
to be ripe. In my culture you put green bananas 
in a curry. You can also fry them in ginger garlic. 
They’re nice.”

HEALTHCARE in the region 
will be unaffordable in four 
years’ time and, just a year 
later, the funding gap will 
have reached £900 million, 
NHS officials claim. 

Poor preventative care as 
well as a lack of staff mean 
patients in the area are being 
failed, according to the group 
behind planned cuts and cen¬ 
tralisation of acute services 
like maternity and A&E. 

The claims were laid out 
in a presentation for council¬ 
lors ahead of a scrutiny com¬ 
mittee meeting this week. 

The South West London 
Collaborative Commission¬ 
ing (SWLCC) review replaced 
the Better Services, Better 
Value scheme and makes es¬ 
sentially the same case: that 
the funding challenges facing 
the NHS can be solved only 
by reorganising services into 
fewer, more specialised sites 
and moving certain services 


out of hospitals. The pres¬ 
entation states: “The cost of 
delivering services is rising 
much faster than inflation 
due to rapidly increasing 
demand. This is creating a fi¬ 
nancial gap which will make 
current services unafforda¬ 
ble by 2020-21 if we do not 
make changes now. 

“Our initial analysis sug¬ 
gested that if we do nothing, 


the financial gap in five years 
would be £900 million.” 

A SWLCC spokesman add¬ 
ed: “We need to transform 
services outside hospital 
as well as considering how 
we provide even better care 
for those who need hospital 
care.” 

SWLCC proposes creating 
‘locality teams’ for defined 
populations of about 50,000 


people, working with GPs to 
provide preventative care 
and to “support self-care”. 

Mental and physical care 
should be integrated and 
tech like ‘virtual clinics’ and 
apps should be introduced, it 
said. Key to the plans is the 
reorganisation of acute ser¬ 
vices by ‘clinical networking’ 
or “consolidating activity on 
a smaller number of sites”. 


Teen run 
over and 
slabbed 

A TEENAGE boy was ‘run 
over with a moped’ and 
stabbed in Epsom on Friday 
night. 

A 15-year-old boy from 
Worcester Park was arrested 
on suspicion of assault caus¬ 
ing GBH in connection with 
the incident. 

Two girls, aged 14 and 15, 
and both from Epsom, were 
arrested on suspicion of con¬ 
spiracy to commit GBH. 

They have all been bailed 
until January 14. 

The 15-year-old victim was 
chased along Almond Road, 
Epsom by a moped rider 
sometime between 10pm and 
10.30pm. He was run down by 
the moped, according to Sur¬ 
rey Police. 

Police say the rider then 
got off the moped and stabbed 
him, causing serious wounds 
to his arm and nerve damage. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital and treated for his 
injuries. He has since been 
discharged.

Classroom crisis 
looms in county 

SURREY must create more than 500 
new classrooms to meet demand, new 
research has claimed. 

The Scape Group, a public-sector con¬ 
struction company involved in building 
schools, has said the county will need to 
find spaces equivalent to 38 new schools 
by 2020. Its chief executive, Mark Rob¬ 
inson, said that a “radical new wave of 
school-building must be a top priority 
for the government” because of “un¬ 
precedented pressure”. 

While London is the area with the 
most pressing need, Manchester, Bris¬ 
tol and Peterborough are also high up 
the list, Scape said. Mr Robinson add¬ 
ed: “The government’s preference for 
free schools has created uncertainty for 
local authorities, who are tasked with 
planning and building new schools, 
but will not be responsible for run¬ 
ning them. Proposals for new grammar 
schools has further muddied the waters. 

“Leaving the EU could have a pro¬ 
found effect on the UK population. We 
could see a short term surge in migra¬ 
tion from Europe or a drop off in num¬ 
bers if migrants are put off coming 
here. 

“It is very difficult to predict what im¬ 
pact Brexit will ultimately have, putting 
even more pressure on local authorities 
who are planning how and where to pri¬ 
oritise school-building.”

A motorcyclist in his 30s was hospital¬ 
ised with arm and hip pain after a crash 
near Sainsbury’s in Kiln Lane, Epsom 
this week. 

Paramedics from the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service (SECAmb) 
treated the man following the crash at 
about 8am on Tuesday, October 11. 

He was later taken to St Helier Hos¬ 
pital for further checks and treatment.

Action needed to save venues 


A PREFERRED bidder has been 
found after 14 years to bring the 
listed Horton Chapel back into 
community use (Arts centre in 
line for funds boost, September 
29), but what about the futures of 
other Epsom and Ewell centres? 

I was recently told all of Ep¬ 
som council’s venues - from the 
Ashley Theatre to those for pen¬ 
sioners and others - are losing 
money 

If this is correct, surely it de¬ 
mands action by council leader 
Neil Dallen, who constantly puts 
out the message that this council 
is cash-strapped due to Conserv¬ 


ative Government austerity 
I campaigned alongside Ep¬ 
som’s three Labour councillors 
and Wells Estate residents to 
save the Wells Social Centre. 
Cllr Dallen claimed at the time 
that the closure he was enforc¬ 
ing was due to falling member¬ 
ship. However, even those who 
have lived on the Wells Estate 
for more than 50 years had been 
unaware that it was possible to 
become centre members. How 
many other clubs could have 
survived for this length of time 
without asking for subscription 
payments? 


The council, having thrown 
out of the Wells Centre the pre¬ 
school, pensioners and many 
others, then found that its part¬ 
ner Surrey County Council was 
not interested in developing the 
site for housing. 

So, it now looks like the Wells 
Centre will limp on, losing mon¬ 
ey and being underused for sev¬ 
eral years before an alternative 
use is made of the site. 

I was disgusted, too, to be told 
how many users had been dis¬ 
placed as official policy. 

Previously I had asked a coun¬ 
cil official: “Why is the Wells 


Centre not used much as a wed¬ 
ding venue?” I was told: “There 
are too many wedding venues in 
Epsom.” Defeatist or what? 

Children’s parties were being 
priced out as hire costs were 
quoted at three times that of a 
church hall. It even took a public 
meeting at the Longmead centre 
to kickstart the bidding to get 
Horton Chapel back into com¬ 
munity use. The council was 
close to selling off this chapel, 
a major part of Epsom’s history.

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HALLOWE’EN FACTS 


H allowe’en has become a com¬ 
mercial event and is getting more 
popular every year. Expensive 
costumes, trick or treating, which 
involved buying sweets by the kilo, and 
parties in every pub are the order of the 
day. 

The origins, however, aren’t quite as creepy 
as we try to suggest. 

NAME 

The name Hallowe’en, an apparent conjunc¬ 
tion of All Hallows Eve, comes from the 
evening celebration of Allhallowtide, which 
was a festival dedicated to remembering 
the dead, saints (or hallows) and martyrs. 
The celebration of the dead seems to have 
warped over time and become linked with 
the notion of living dead and ghost stories. 

CELTIC ORIGINS 

Before the Christianisation of the western 
world, it’s believed that Hallowe’en traditions 
had their foundations in an ancient Celtic 
(Old Welsh and Gaelic) festival, which was 
celebrated around harvest time. This tradi¬ 
tion was known as Samhain and marked 
the arrival of the darker half of the year. 

CHRISTIANISATION 

Christians adopted the Samhain festivals as 
their own. It marked the evening before All 
Hallows Day, which was celebrated a day 
either side. 

The Roman calendar had a similar festival, 
held in May, but Pope Gregory IV saw this 


•Black and orange are associated with 
Hallowe’en. Orange is a symbol of 
strength and endurance.Black is a symbol 
of death and darkness. 

•Hallowe’en has been called All 
Hallows’ Eve, Witches Night, Lamswool, 
Snap-Apple Night, Samhaim, and 
Summer’s End. 

•According to tradition, if a person 
wears his or her clothes inside out and 
then walks backwards on Hallowe’en, he 
or she will see a witch at midnight. 

•Mexico celebrates the Days of the 
Dead (Dias de los Muertos) on the 
Christian holidays All Saints’ Day 
(November 1) and All Souls’ Day 
(November 2) instead of Hallowe’en. The 
townspeople dress up like ghouls and 
parade down the street. 

•Dressing up as ghouls and spooks 
originated from the ancient Celtic tradition 
of townspeople disguising themselves as 
demons and spirits. The Celts believed 
that disguising themselves this way would 
allow them to escape the notice of the 
real spirits on the streets during Samhain. 

•Both Salem, Massachusetts, and 
Anoka, Minnesota, are the self-proclaimed 
Hallowe’en capitals of the world. 

•The Village Halloween parade in New 
York City is the largest Hallowe’en parade 
in the United States. With 50,000 
participants and two million spectators. 


event switched around 609AD 
to the date of Samhain. 

All Hallows Eve had made into 
the church calendar by the time 
America was being colonised. By 
the mid-19th century, it was main¬ 
stream in the UK and USA. 


MODERN CHANGES 

Today, people celebrate Hal¬ 
lowe’en by dressing as scary 
characters (though now 
costumes can be fancy dress), and 
children go trick or treating. 

The dressing up comes from 
“guising”, in which 
people would dress 
as things they feared, 
showing their God 
was no match for 
Satan and his 
demons. Trick or 
treating is said to 
originate from when 
youngster 
would go 
from house 
to house 
and ask for 
“soul cakes” in 
exchange for 
the child praying 
for that person’s 
soul. A nice idea 
and a lot less brutal than giving 
sweets in fear of being egged. 


•Because the movie Halloween 
(1978) was on such a tight 
budget, they used the 
cheapest mask they could 
find for Michael Meyers, 
which turned out to be a 
William Shatner Star Trek 
mask. Shatner didn’t know 
the mask was in his 
likeness, but when he found 
out, he said he was honored. 


•The first Jack O’Lanterns 
were made from turnips. 

•The word “witch” 
comes from the Old 
English wicce, meaning 
“wise woman.” In fact, 
wiccan were highly 
respected people at one 
time. According to 
popular belief, witches 
met on Hallowe’en. 


•The owl is a popular 
Hallowe’en image. In 
Medieval Europe, owls were 
thought to be witches, 
and to hear an 
owl’s call meant 
someone was to 
die. 

•The first 
mention of 
trick-or-treating in 
print in North 
America was in 
1927 in Blackie, 
Alberta, Canada.

- Undertime pressure - as with 
the seller, the tighter the time scale 
to move, the weaker their position 
in negotiations. 

Role of the estate agent:

- They will know the condition 
of the market in their local area 
and the features of properties 
that make them more attractive to 
buyers.

The marriage of Seretse Khama, heir 
to the throne of Bechuanaland, to white 
British typist Ruth Williams in 1947 paved 
the way for independence for modern day 
Botswana. 

It is a remarkable true story that is 
brought to life in south London director 
Amma Asante's film A United Kingdom, 
which is out November 25 and opened 
the 60th BFI London Film Festival on 
October 5. 

The political fall-out from the interracial 
nuptials was enormous but for Asante 
it was important that this was explored 
through the story of the romance. 

Speaking at the London Film Festival's 
opening night press conference, Asante 
said: "For me the love story allows you to 
bring the intimacy to the story. 

"The backdrop for me should always be 
political in some way or big world in some 
way. That is what both (Asante's previous 
film) Belle and A United Kingdom bring in 
many ways. It was very important to me 
that the balance was right." 

She added: "Nothing in this story should 
come without it passing through the 
prism of this couple's love. 

"So, for instance when you have (Prime 
Minister) Atlee talking in the corridors 
at Parliament and he explains his 
predicament he talks about all of his 
reasons for why he cannot let that couple 
set foot on Africa and sleep in the same 
bed together. 

"Even when they are not in the same 
scene it is very important that it comes 
through the prism of this couple's 
love. That is what I tried to hold on to 
throughout." 

A United Kingdom was shot partly on 
location in Botswana and in Asante and 
star David Oyelowo features a black 
female director and a black lead so 
clearly it is a triumph for diversity in an 
industry which still has a long way to go. 

Oyelowo, who was the driving force in 
bringing the project to the screen, said: 
"All we are seeing here with A United 
Kingdom is a reflection of the country we 
live in. 

"Amma directing this film shouldn't be 
special. It's special to me artistically but 


large, of the population - [is directing this 
film]. But here we are, we are still in that 
place. 

"My hope is that when people see this 
film they will see themselves in both Ruth 
and Seretse. They will see this country's 
history. 

"They will see us as people of African 
descent's history and how that intersects 
with British history inextricably and 
why we are very proud to call ourselves 
British and why we are very proud to call 
ourselves Africans and with time it will 
become less and less special." 

His co-star Rosamund Pike, who plays 
Ruth Williams, said it was important to 
challenge the assumption by distributors 
that A United Kingdom should be 
categorised with films such as 12 Years a 
Slave and Mandela. 

She said: "Really the goal would be for 
this to be seen in the canon of love stories 
and the protagonists and the colour of 
their skin should be irrelevant in terms of 
genre and how a film like this will fare in 
the cinema. 

"It should be given parity and compared 
to films that are more like it in subject 
matter." 

Asante added: "Oftentimes when we 
go to the cinema the majority of the films 
that are on at the cinema happen to be 
about men, happen to be about white 
men and they happen to be within a 
particular age bracket. 

"When we talk about diversity on screen 
obviously that is what we are challenging. 

"We are not saying we want to stop 
those films being made of get rid of them, 
we are simply saying that there are other 
realities that are also default experience. 

"I walk a female path every day, I see 
the world through these female eyes and 
that's my default experience. 

"There are 50 per cent of other human 
beings in this country that walk a similar 
path to that. 

"It is not about removing what is 
already there, it is about allowing the 
space for others to join and have the 
same privilege."

Sci-fi movies have always loved to 
depict a world where with just a 
word we can get a disembodied 
voice to fulfil our demands. That 
future is now available in your 
home and it's enough to make 
people of the eighties mess their 
pants. 

The Amazon Echo, or more 
specifically its cloud-based soft¬ 
ware Alexa, is the internet firm's 
attempt at creating the Star Trek 
computer. And you are Captain 
Kirk. Or Picard. Or whoever. 

The Echo is the sleek cylinder 
speaker that you connect to wi-fi 
and its multi-directional micro¬ 
phones wake up when they hear 
the word 'Alexa'. From there, your 
wish is Alexa's command. 


Alexa, tell me a joke. Alexa, 
what's the weather like? Alexa, 
when is my next train? Alexa, or¬ 
der me an uber. Alexa turn on the 
kitchen light. You ask, Alexa does 
it. Mostly. 

Being early days — Echo was 
released in the UK just last week 
- Alexa doesn't know how to do 
everything yet and your life may 
need to catch up too. 

My home is not yet kitted out 
with wi-fi light bulbs and in my 
case, 'Alexa, play Kate Bush' was 
met with the response 'Call the 
police'. 

I panicked, thinking Alexa was 
actually dialling 999 herself (she 
wasn't). Now, I accept not every¬ 
one loves Kate Bush but I felt it 


was a bit harsh. It turns out, how¬ 
ever, Alexa thought I asked how 
to get rid of a dead body. No, I 
don't know how they sounded 
alike either. 

In fairness Alexa is already 
pretty astute at understand¬ 
ing 99 per cent of what I or my 
colleagues jabber on about and 
a dazzling feature of her tech 
means she learns that other one 
per cent quickly too. 

Similarly, Alexa's software is 
dependent on the right apps, or 
'skills' as they're known here. Be¬ 
ing new, it's not a comprehensive 
list yet. National Rail is on it, so 
you can check trains. As is Spot- 
ify, and Jamie Oliver and a preg¬ 
nancy app and the weather and 


various other bits and bobs that 
make life just that little bit easier. 

And it will only get better. 

For those wondering about 
privacy, you can chill a little - Am¬ 
azon categorically told me that 
only the word 'Alexa' wakes up 
the machine and that she's not 
listening the whole time. Neither 
are the company using your que¬ 
ries to sell you stuff. 

The Echo is a beautiful piece of 
kit that will be welcome in virtu¬ 
ally any home and while Alexa is 
largely a novelty at the moment, 
her potential is enormous. It's life, 
Jim, but not as we know it.

After five years, Matilda Wormwood 
had read Great Expectations, could do 
complex multiplication and could move 
things with her eyeballs. 

In five years in the West End, the 
musical Matilda has been almost as 
prodigious, winning scores of trophies 
including seven Olivier Awards, five 
Whatsonstage.com Awards and four 
Tony Awards in the US. 

As is fitting of an adaptation of Roald 
Dahl story, what impresses the most is 
its boundless imagination - from Tim 
Minchin's witty lyrics in the original 
songs to set and costume designer 
Rob Howell's stunningly 
inventive stag¬ 
ing, which goes 
from framing the 
stage in fetching 
lettered blocks 
to incorporating 
school desks, a 
library, the Trun- 
chbull's lair, Miss 
Honey's cottage, 
gym class and the 
Wormwood's home. 

Elegant bits of 
staging pop up more 
frequently than a game of whack-a- 
mole. It really is a marvel. 

For those not familiar with Dahl's 
superlative children's novel, this is the 
story of a gifted little girl who is sneered 
at by her parents and a beastly head¬ 
teacher and who overcomes it all with 
quiet resolve, a little mischief and the 
power of telekinesis. 

Dennis Kelly's adaptation handles 
the transformation from the page to 
a fully-fledged musical beautifully, re¬ 
taining the spirit, wicked humour and 
unique language of Dahl while also gild¬ 
ing it with fitting songs and neatly weav¬ 
ing in an extra story-within-the-story 
thread about an acrobat and an esca¬ 


pologist which lends the author's slim 
print volume some extra dramatic heft. 

Dahl's magic and manic 
imagination translates to the stage in 
some deftly choreographed set pieces 
which are like illusions in theirown right. 
You'll be left wondering just how Bruce 
Bogtrotter ate all that cake or, most 
wondrously, how Miss Trunchbull's feat 
of lobbing Amanda Fripp across the 
playground 
is achieved 
so convinc¬ 
ingly. 

In fact the 
production 
is so slick 
it almost 
threatens to 
steamroller 
most of the 
performances 
but the tal¬ 
ented cast of 
adult and child 
performers, led 
by the young 
Sara Sheen as 
Matilda, never 
missed a step and did their utmost to 
make an impression on the audience. 

Thankfully, one or two characters 
do get that opportunity. Craige Els' for¬ 
mer Olympic hammer-thrower turned 
child-hating headmistress Miss Trun- 
chbull is every bit the menacing, evil joy 
you would hope for - straight from the 
pages of the book - and Michael Beg¬ 
ley seems to be having a lot of fun as 
the cartoony spiv Mr Wormwood. 

If this version of Matilda were a child, 
it would now be old enough to be just 
starting school and it would be going 
straight to the top of the class.
